Altena Kindergarten Director 
Mrs, Friedn Spacek, is one oi 
the eight members in the Vic- 
torian team which will compete 
in the Australian Synchronised 
Swimming Championships at 
Sydney over this weekend. ~ 


Mrs. Spacek is a resident of 
Werribee and has been director 
of the Blyth Street Kindergarten 
in 1963, 1966 and again this year. 

She is a member of the Broad- 
meadows Swimming Club, but 
since being chosen in the team 
has been practising each morn- 
ing for the past six weeks at 
the Olympic Pool at 6.30 a.m. 


Mrs. Spacek first began syn- 
chronised swimming in her coun- 
try of origin, Austria, in 1957. 

On her arrival in Australia in 
1960 she joined the Melbourne 
Synchronised Swimming Club, 

She was a member of the team 
which demonstrated synchroni- 
sed swimming at the Common- 
wealth Games in Perth in 1962. 
Competitive synchronised swim- 
ming in Australia was only in- 
troduced three years ago. 


Prior to taking up this type 
of swimming Mrs. Spacek swam 
competitively for eight years in 
freestyle events. She repre- 
sented Austria on a number of 
occasions in competitions with 
other European companies. 





More Classrooms 
For Laverton 


The Laverton Armstrong St. 
primary school is in the absurd 
position that soon it will have 
as many portable classrooms 
located in the school grounds as 
it has permanent classrooms in 
the school building proper. 


Last Tuesday approximately 
1100 pupils enrolled at this 
school which has only 14 per- 
manent classrooms. 


Already 12 portable rooms are 
in position and another two are 
expected. 


Staffing at the school is satis- 
factory, but details of class sizes 
are not yet available. 

About 200 of the pupils are 
beginners. 

Work has not started on the 
new school which will relieve the 
situation at Armstrong Street. 

The Laverton Epsom Street 
schoo] reports that accommoda- 
tion and staffing are adequate. 
Total enrolment of approximately 
180 includes 35 beginners.

Broadly speaking, a small part 
of Altona North and all of the 
southern residential section of 
Altona comes into the Williams- 
town Electorate, most of Altona 
North is in Sunshine and unde- 
veloped Altona West and the 
north-west industrial area of the 
shire falls within the Gisborne 
boundaries. 


Details of the actual boun- 
daries are as follows— 


WILLIAMSTOWN includes all 
section of Altona south of a line 
Tunning along Mason Street to 
Millers Road, north along Mil- 
Jers Road to MacArthurs Road, 
then along MacArthurs Road to 
Kororoit Creek, 


The western boundary of Wil- 
liamstown is from this point of 
the creek south to the Geelong 
railway line, along the line to- 
wards Laverton and then turns 
south in a line which runs just 
west of the golf course to 
Queen Street where it turns and 
runs around the northern boun- 
dary of the Explosives Reserve 
to the beach. 


The Explosives Reserve, all 
the undeveloped land west of 
the golf links, the petrochemical 
complex and other industrial 
land in the north-west section 
of the shire now come under 
GISBORNE. 


The section of Altona north 
of Mason Street and MacArthurs 
Road and east of the creek is 
within the boundary of SUN- 
SHINE. 


The branch offers full savings 
facilities and is the bank’s 
fourth branch in the Altona area.

warthily set by their predecessors all will be 
well. 


Parents also do feel an interest in the 
welfare of their children, even if they show 
it so occasionally. When vital interests are at 
stake they: will act (as in last year’s proposals 
to demote local high school standards). 
Equally important is a sustained: interest in 
the work-a-day life of the school. 


Well will it be if teachers and parents 
each in their own sphere do their utmost to 
lead the scholars-children in steps toward a 
fuller and happy life.

22lb. this time. : 

Local spearfisherman John 
Bacon, of 50 Rose Street, Al- 
tona, speared a huge rock ling 
off Seaholme last Monday. The 
ling tipped the scales at 7%lb. 

Wally King and Alan Howle, 
who brought plenty. of good 
snapper in early in the season, 
had a good weekend. On Fri- 
day they came in with five 
weighing 12 to 17lb. and on the 
Saturday another five from four 
to 15Ib. - - 

Sid Burgess, of 52 Civie Par- 
ade, also had a good weekend. 
On the Friday be boated a 5lb. 
snapper and also struck a lucky 
patch of rock cod, filling his 
basket with about “18 of these 
fish. Sid followed his good -Fri- 
day catch with nine snapper on 
the Saturday averaging 8lb. 

If anyone sees Bill Smith, 
of 18 Queen Street, looking a 
bit sore and stiff it is the re- 
sult of the two big stingrays 
he has caught in the last two 
weeks. : 
The first one Bill brought 

ashore is quite a story in itself 
and started when Bill saw some- 
thing black bobbing in the water 
near his boat. He picked the 
object up and found it was a 
speargun with something heavy 
on the end. Suddenly his boat 
started to be towed out to sea, 
so Bill tucked the gun under 
the back seat of his boat and 
rowed as fast as he could to 
shore.

Local professional Ken Wise 
reports mixed success over the 
last few weeks with some good 
whiting catches, a few snapper 
but very few flathead. Ken had 
a good haul of King George 
Whiting over Christmas and he 
hooked 50 good-sized ones on 
the grassbeds off Seahoime. 

A snapper weighing 20lb., an 
eagle ray measuring 3ft. across 
were also brought home by Ken 
last week. 

Small barracouta in shoals of 
hundreds have been quite anoy- 
ing to some of the parties of 
fishermn Ken has been taking 
out. 

Frank Keeshan, of Linnet St., 
brought home a 6lb. snapper plus 
a bag of size fish last Sunday 
night. 

Unfortunately Frank could 
only take half the credit for the 
fish as the fish took Frank’s bait 
then the bait of his fishing mate 
and after giving them both a 


fight was brought quickly into 


the boat.

By planting these bulbs dur- 
ing February and March you 
will find that by late winter and 
early spring the home garden 
can turn into a really good show 
of colour. . 

You don’t need to know a 
great deal of the cultivation of 
bulbs as they are so easy. 

Just a few hints to remember 
for best results. First of all, 
the soil needs to be in a good 
friable condition with a small 
portion of rotted manure or com- 
post and with all bulbs the best 
ingredient is a little bone dust. 
Bulbs resent coming into con- 
tact with’ concentrated fertilisers 
so it is advisable to make the 
hole deep enough to be able to 
cover the manure with a layer 
of soil. The roots of the bulb 
will soon move out in search 
of the food. 

It is best to plant bulbs in 
groups for the most attractive

It is an accepted fact, that in bulbs, 
we have a means of bringing a beauti- 
ful show to any home garden at a mini- 








show.

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Thererore, people who feel they haven’t the 
time or inclination for gardening, still find the 
time to plant a few bulbs. 


The depth of the bulb is an 
important feature. It would be 
much better to plant a bit deeper 
as if they are just slightly under 
the surface the plants tend to 
grow more leaves, and the 
Howers are weak and lose-their 
shape. A good rule should be to 
plant all bulbs twice as deep 
as the size of the bulb. 

There are some pretty minia- 
ture daffodils, less than half the 
usual height and good for plant- 
ing in the rock garden. Among 
these is the triandrus, or angel's 
tears, or the very popular bulbo- 
codium, commonly known as the 
hoap petticoat. 

All daffodils may be. grown in 
pots or bowls of good rich soil, 
with a mixture of peat moss. 

The best of the daffodils for 
picking and show is the King 
Alfred, with the large deep yel- 
low trumpet flower. 

Other bulbs to try are grape 
hycinths, snow drops, scilia and 
lachenalias. 

Always cut the flowers early 
in the morning and they will last 
much longer in the house.

A.—The United States with 
over 5,00,000; Canada is second 
with 2,700,000—closely followed 
by Australia with 2,600,000. How- 
ever, in proportion to total popu- 
jJation Australian leads easily 
with 22%, followed by Canada 
13% and United States 3%. 


Q.—In 1965-66 Australia im- 
ported goods of a total value 
of $2,939,000,000. Where do most 
of our imports come from? 
A.—-Nth, America, $811,000,000; 

United Kingdom,  $759,000,000; 
Common Market, $370,000,000; 
Japan, $281,000,000. 


Q.—In practically all coun- 
tries, prices keep going up— 
in some much faster than in 
others.

1.—The natural human desire 
of all of us is for more money 
in the pay envelope.

2.—The tendency for govern- 
ments and the people they rep- 
resent to endeavour to push 
ahead with the development of 
the economy at a faster pace 
than the resources (labour, 
materials and capital) that are 
available for thus purpose. This 
leads to higher taxes, adding to 
costs, and also excess demand 
which pushes up prices.
